OPEN  MEETING  LAW— CHAP.  626,  ACTS,  1958 
Meetings  of  every  district,  city  and  town  board,  com¬ 
mission  and  school  committee  shall  be  open  to  public  and  to 
press  (unless  in  executive  session).  A  notice  of  such  meet¬ 
ings  must  be  filed  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  with  the 
clerk  of  the  district  or  town.  (A  regular  schedule  of  meet¬ 
ings  filed  in  advance  is  permissible.)  Accurate  records  of  all 
meetings  shall  be  maintained  setting  forth  action  taken.  A 
summary  of  all  matters  voted  shall  be  made  available  with 
reasonable  promptness  after  each  meeting.  The  records  shall 
become  a  public  record  and  available  to  the  public  upon  being 
approved.  (For  information  on  executive  sessions  and  emer¬ 
gencies  check  law  with  Town  Clerk.) 


The  town  offices  are  open  Monday  through  Friday  from 
8:30  A.  M.  to  4:00  P.  M.,  and  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  and  Collector  is  also  open  Wednesday  evenings

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Welfare,  and  Health,  and  the 
Assessors  meet  in  their  offices  Wednesday  evenings  at  7:30 
P.  M. 

The  School  Committee  meets  the  third  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  7 :30  P.  M.  in  the  School  Committee  room.

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REPORT  OF  AN  AUDIT  OF  THE  ACCOUNTS 
OF  THE  TOWN  OF  DIGHTON 
MARCH  23,  1960  TO  FEBRUARY  6,  1962 


Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Dighton  for  the  period  from 
March  23,  1960,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  February 
6,  the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  de¬ 
partments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked 
with  the  records  of  the  town  accountant  and  the  town  treas¬ 
urer. 

The  town  account’s  ledgers  were  analyzed  and  checked  in 
detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the  town 
treasurer’s  books;  the  recorded  paymnts  were  compared  with 
the  treasury  warrants  and  the  treasurer’s  cash  book;  and 
the  appropriations  and  transfers  were  checked  with  the  town 
clerk’s  record  of  votes  passed  at  town  meetings,  and  with  the 
authorizations  of  the  finance  committee.  A  trial  balance  was 
taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition 
of  the  town  on  December  31,  1961  was  prepared  and  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  records  of  the  records  of  the  several  depart¬ 
ments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources 
from  which  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  and  the  payments 
were  checked  with  the  warrants  of  the  selectmen  authorizing 
the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The  cash  balance  on  Febru¬ 
ary  6,  1962  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the 
office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  state¬ 
ments  received  from  the  depositories. 
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The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of 
the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  transfers 
to  the  town  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded 
receipts. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and 
interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  with  the 
cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined.  The  amounts  transferred  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector’s  records;  the 
reported  redemption,  sales,  abatements,  disclaimers,  and 
foreclosures  were  checked;  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  posses¬ 
sions  on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s 
ledger,  and  compared  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of 
Deeds. 

The  records  of  employees’  payroll  deductions  during  the 
period  of  the  audit  were  examined  and  proved  with  tthe 
accountant’s  ledger  controls. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  town  and  district  taxes,  excise,  and 
water  liens  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examina¬ 
tion,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited 
and  checked  with  the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection. 
The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments 
to  the  town  and  district  treasurers,  the  recorded1  abatements 
were  compared  with  the  assessor’s  records  of  abatements 
granted,  the  amounts  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  respective  controlling  ledger  accounts. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were 
audited.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  treasurer,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 
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Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town  and  the 
districts,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  records  of  licenses  issued  on  behalf  of  the 
county  and  of  sporting  licenses  issued  for  the  State  were 
audited,  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the 
Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  being  verified. 

The  available  records  of  departmental  cash  collections 
by  the  selectmen  and  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as 
well  as  by  the  police,  health,  school,  and  library  departments, 
and  by  all  other  departments  in  which  money  was  collected 
for  the  town  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  recorded 
collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  town  treasurer,  the 
tax  collector,  and  the  town  clerk  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to 
this  report,  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title,  tax  possession, 
and  departmental  accounts,  together  with  schedules  showing 
the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  town  officials  during 
the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Dighton : 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  after 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  For  the  seventh  consecutive  year, 
the  chairmanshaps  wTere  divided  with  Mr.  Atwood  chosen  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mr.  Benevides  for  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Mr.  Torres  for  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  Mr.  Benevides  to  serve  as  recording  clerk  of  the  three 
Boards. 

Fifty-two  weekly  and  sixteen  special  meetings  were  held 
with  twelve  absentees  on  sick  leave.  Several  joint  meetings 
were  held  with  the  other  Town  Boards  and  Commiittees  to 
discuss  and  resolve  matters  of  mutual  interest. 

Necessary  hearings  were  held  upon  applications  received 
for  the  various  licenses  as  required.  All  transactions  have 
been  properly  recorded  and  the  many  statutory  requirements 
completed  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability. 

Ail  Board  members  have  participated  in  and  attended  all 
County  Association  meetings.  Some  members  attended  various 
governmental  conferences  on  the  Regional  and  State  level, 
where  and  when  convenient  in  an  effort  to  obtain  benefit  of 
experience  to  better  serve  the  Town.  Hearings  were  attended 
on  the  several  Chapter  90  and  Public  Works  projects  in  behalf 
of  the  Town’s  interest. 

All  appointments  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees  have 
been  recorded  with  the  Towm  Clerk  together  with  the  list  of 
jurors,  and  are  contained  in  the  Clerk’s  annual  report.  Annual 
reports  of  the  numerous  Town  Officers  and  Departments  as 
required  by  law  are  contained  in  this  1962  Town  Officer’s 
Report. 

All  special  committee  activity  and  reports  are  included 
in  the  record  of  the  Town  Clerk.  All  votes  and  orders  of  the 
Town  Meeting  have  been  accomplished. 
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THE  TOWN’S  250th  YEAR 

Although  the  250th  Anniversary  Celebration  events  may 
have  overshadowed  the  normal  functions  of  Town  services, 
there  are  however,  several  topics  and  subjects  worthy  of 
recognition  and  recording. 

EQUIPMENT  PURCHASES 

The  Town  Meeting  authorized  the  purchase  of  a  new  1962 
Fire  Truck  and  Pumper.  The  Selectmen  and  a  Committee  of 
Fire  Department  personnel  had  previous  to  the  appropriation, 
determined  the  amount  required  for  the  delivery  of  the 
specified  vehicle.  The  equipped  truck  was  delivered  to  the 
Department  in  late  September  and  is  operating  and  perform¬ 
ing  satisfactorily  and  is  of  great  value  to  the  Town. 

The  Highway  department  likewise  has  improved  its  equip¬ 
ment  with  the  purchase  of  a  new  Napco  4-wheel  drive  diesel 
tractor  loader  of  1%  yd.  capacity.  This  vehicle  is  adaptible 
for  the  installation  of  a  back-hoe  attachment  which  may  be 
undertaken  in  the  near  future. 

GROUP  INSURANCE 

A  referendum  question  on  the  official  Town  election  ballot 
authorized  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  negotiate  for  Group 
Life,  Accident  and  Health  Insurance  for  Town  employees. 
This  was  done  with  a  committee  of  Mr.  Frank  Rogers,  Mr. 
Everett  Jose  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Harrington  as  a  duly  ap¬ 
pointed  advisory  committee.  The  Town  ultimately  contracted 
for  certain  benefits  and  provisions  for  the  employees  with  the 
Boston  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Co.  and  the  Blue  Cross,  Blue 
Shield  groups.  The  plan  became  effective  on  June  1,  1962  and 
is  now  available  for  all  qualified  employees  and  personnel  who 
may  choose  to  join. 

HIGHWAYS  AND  BRIDGES 

One  and  two  tenths  miles  of  newly  constructed  road  was 
improved  on  Horton  Street  late  in  the  year.  Although  the 
program  did  not  call  for  new  surface  until  1963  it  was  how-

ever,  possible  to  apply  two  applications  of  asphalt  with  funds 
from  the  Chapter  81  and  general  highway  accounts.  The  third 
and  finish  application  will  be  applied  in  the  summer  of  the 
coming  year. 

A  Chapter  90  construction  project  is  being  planned  and 
processed  for  1963  to  commence  the  rebuilding  of  a  section  of 
Williams  Street  north  of  Center  Street  which  will  include  the 
construction  of  a  new  bridge  over  the  Segreganset  River. 

A  serious  defective  condition  has  been  discovered  in  the 
east  abutment  of  the  Dighton-Berkley  Bridge  and  will  require 
immediate  emergency  repairs  whereby  the  bridge  may  con¬ 
tinue  in  service.  The  study  being  made  by  the  Dept,  of  Public 
Works  is  not  yet  completed  to  determine  the  need  of  replacing 
or  relocating  the  present  structure. 


TOWN  OFFICE  PERSONNEL 

The  gradually  increasing  work  load  in  the  various  func¬ 
tions  and  duties  in  the  Town  Offices  has  necessitated  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  a  clerk-typist  to  serve  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Assessors,  Health  and  Police  Chief.  This  will  relieve  the 
present  clerk-typist  and  allow  full  time  application  to  the 
Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector  and  Board  of  Registrars. 
Ever  increasing  services  and  requirements  of  processing 
building  permits,  house  numbering,  tax  map  indexing,  modify¬ 
ing  valuation  lists,  real  estate  transfers  and  many  other 
public  service  activity  assess  additional  responsibilities  on 
personnel  and  officials. 

POLICE  PROTECTION 

As  the  Town  grows,  numbers  of  cars  increase  and  various 
activity  has  created  the  need  of  more  and  better  traffic  con¬ 
trols.  The  department  continues  to  function  on  a  one  man 
full  time  basis  supplemented  with  reserve  men.  However,  the 
time  is  not  far  away  when  a  department  consisting  of  more 
officers  and  longer  patrols  and  extensive  coverage  will  have 
to  be  considered. 
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LONG  RANGE  PLANNING 

Notwithstanding  the  decline  of  the  Town  Meeting  to 
accept  and  adopt  a  simple  Zoning  or  Protective  By-Law  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  and  endorsed  by  the  Select¬ 
men,  there  is  a  definite  and  ever  increasing  need  of  such  a 
by-law  to  control  buildings  and  the  related  characteristics. 
We  sincerely  urge  and  encourage  the  Planning  Board  to 
continue  their  efforts  and  preparation  in  presenting  to  the 
Town  an  opportunity  to  consider  the  adoption  of  suitable 
Zoning  controls. 

We  again  make  note  of  the  ever  increasing  tax  rate  and 
state  again  that  as  long  as  higher  wages,  salaries,  more 
services  and  cost  of  materials  continue  upward,  tax  rates 
will  likewise  follow.  It  is  still  that  simple. 

SUMMARY  OF  250TH  ANNIVERSARY  PROGRAM 

The  program  of  events  for  the  250th  Anniversary  cele¬ 
bration  went  off  as  scheduled,  however,  two  additional  func¬ 
tions  were  presented  which  did  not  appear  in  the  program  as 
announced  at  the  Town  Meeting.  A  very  successful  Kiddies 
Day  was  undertaken  and  produced,  which  has  since  aroused 
sufficient  interest  to  justify  consideration  for  an  annual  event. 
Also,  a  very  appropriate  and  dramatic  closing  Thanksgiving 
Service  at  the  Regional  School  Auditorium  was  presented  on 
the  Sunday  before  Thanksgiving  Day,  comprising  choirs  from 
all  churches  and  all  clergymen  participating.  This  service  will 
long  be  remembered  as  indicative  of  the  unity  and  spirit 
which  prevailed  throughout  the  celebration. 

From  May  29  to  the  Thanksgiving  Service,  twenty  two 
community  and  civic  projects  featured  Dighton’s  250th  ob¬ 
servance.  A  prodigious  amount  of  earnest  and  faithful  en¬ 
deavor  went  into  the  planning,  preparation  and  production. 

The  unqualified  success  of  the  more  than  four  months 
celebration  is  now  a  matter  of  record.  The  spirit  that  it  en¬ 
gendered  had  a  stirring  and  inspiring  quality  which  can 
develop  only  when  a  project  with  so  much  interest  in  com¬ 
mon  binds  and  unites  people  together.  Pride  and  honor  for 
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the  Town  of  Dighton  and  her  people  is  the  intangible  product ; 
a  historical  association,  an  official  Town  medallion,  a  historical 
booklet  and  a  published  history  book  of  the  Town,  is  the 
tangible  result,  all  of  which  will  serve  as  fitting  momentos 
of  this  never-to-be  forgotten  occasion.  Dighton  gained 
recognition  as  a  good  place  to  live  in  and  as  a  town  able  to 
put  on  a  successful  and  diversified  celebration  on  a  small 
budget.  A  sum  of  $14,253.50  was  expended,  of  which  only 
$5,000.00  was  appropriated  by  the  taxpayers.  The  Town 
Treasurer  has  in  his  custody,  coins  and  booklets  with  a  face 
value  of  $2,343.50,  which  is  far  in  excess  of  the  small  deficit 
of  the  anniversary  account.  A  complete  detailed  report  of  the 
financial  transactions  are  included  in  the  Town  Accountant’s 
classification. 

Any  recognition  or  honorable  mention  of  the  people  who 
provided  the  initiative,  time  and  energy  to  accomplish  the 
tremendously  successful  results  in  all  committee  and  project 
functions  would  be  impossible,  as  so  many  did  so  much  and 
it  would  be  an  injustice  to  those  not  mentioned  or  recognized. 
Who  did  it  is  not  important.  It  was  done  and  that  is  indica¬ 
tive  of  the  quality  of  leadership  and  responsive  cooperation 
to  the  success  of  all  events. 

There  was  however,  one  outstanding  feature  of  the  com¬ 
plete  celebration  observance,  the  conduct  and  behavior  of 
our  youth,  which  is  generally  overlooked  and  forgotten  by 
the  public.  Much  of  the  credit  for  their  commendable  conduct, 
creditable  behavior  and  distinguished  character  traits  is  due 
to  our  institutional  and  educational  training  of  discipline  and 
respect  for  others. 

It  has  been  a  most  distinguished  and  honored  pleasure  to 
have  served  as  your  Selectmen  in  our  250th  Anniversary 
Celebration.

The 
schedule  of  which  is  programed  to  commence  on  May  29, 
and  conclude  with  an  All  Faiths  Thanksgiving  Service. 

The  response  and  cooperation  of  the  citizens  has  been 
excellent  and  tremendous  enthusiasm  exists.  It  is  estimated 
that  between  $12,000  and  $15,000  will  be  expended  in  order  to 
produce  the  events  as  planned.  Receipts  of  all  descriptions 
should  offset  the  cost.  However,  approximately,  $5,000  is  now 
required  to  undertake  the  planning  necessary.  All  funds 
accumulated  and  left  in  balance  at  the  completion  of  the  years 
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events  would  be  held  in  reserve  until  such  time  as  the  Town 
voted  to  appropriate  and  transfer  for  any  purpose.

Whereas,  upon  her  retirement  from  the  teaching  pro¬ 
fession,  she  has  continued  to  compile  and  record  events  of 
historical  interest,  and; 

Whereas,  in  1954  the  Town,  through  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  officially  appointed  her  as  the  Town  Historian,  and 

Whereas,  she  is  presently  completing  the  manuscript  of 
the  History  of  the  Town  of  Dighton,  and  the  Town  having 
appropriated  and  provided  adequate  funds  for  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  said  history,  and 

Whereas,  the  Town  is  appropriately  undertaking  to 
properly  observe  and  celebrate  the  250th  Anniversary  of  its 
founding  in  the  year  1962,  and 

Whereas,  Miss  Helen  Holmes  Lane,  Town  Historian,  being 
a  direct  descendent  of  Francis  Dighton  for  whome  our  Town 
was  named, 

Be  it  hereby  Resolved:  That  the  citizens  of  the  Town  at 
this  Annual  1962  Town  Meeting  vote  to  dedicate  the  Town 
History  to 

HELEN  HOLMES  LANE 

in  honor  of  and  a  tribute  to  a  career  of  loyal,  faithful  and 
distinguished  service,  and 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  that  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
extend  to  Miss  Lane,  the  wish  for  years  of  health  and 
happiness. 
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(26)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Charles  Harris  that  the  Town, 
as  provided  under  Chapter  40,  Section  3,  General  Laws,  permit 
the  Dighton  Historical  Society  to  construct  a  permanent 
foundation  on  Town-owned  land  adjacent  to  the  Dighton  Jr. 
High  School  and  place  an  old  historical  school  house  building 
thereon;  and  upon  satisfactory  completion  thereof  by  the 
Society,  that  the  Town  empower  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
accept  said  building  and  forthwith  assign  and  place  in  charge 
thereof  to  the  Dighton  School  Committee  to  be  used  for 
school  purposes,  and  the  promotion  of  education;  and  where¬ 
upon  the  School  Committee  shall  then  enter  into  agreement 
with  the  directors  of  the  Society  for  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  the  building  and  the  fixtures  and  contents;  and  upon 
termination,  failure  of  fulfillment  or  abandonment,  the  School 
Committee  shall  then  return  the  building  to  the  Selectmen  for 
Town  disposition.

(28)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Wyman  Hawkes  that  the  Town 
accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  223,  Acts  of  1957  (Chapter 
40,  Section  8C,  General  Laws)  as  amended  which  provides 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Municipal  Conservation  Commission. 

(29)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Wyman  Hawkes  that  the  Town 
appropriate  and  transfer  $100.00  from  the  Surplus  Revenue 
Account  (Free  Cash)  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  necessary 
costs  and  charges  of  the  Town's  Conservation  Commission. 

(30)  The  report  of  the  Capital  Needs  and  Outlay  Committee 
was  given  by  Clayton  Atwood  as  follows: 

“The  Town  Meeting  voted  the  authority  for  the  formation 
of  A  Capital  Needs  and  Outlay  Committee  which  the  Selectmen 
organized  on  May  24,  1961.  A  meeting  of  Town  and  District 
Officers,  Board  and  Department  Heads  was  held  with  Mr. 
Alfred  Edwards,  City  Planner  of  the  City  of  Fall  River  as 
guest  speaker.  Subsequently  all  present  were  polled  and 
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allowed  to  state  their  opinion  and  desires  as  to  a  reasonable 
and  practicable  approach  to  the  Town’s  urgent  needs.  A  very 
strong  and  overwhelming  opinion  existed  beyond  any  ques¬ 
tion,  that  the  Planning  Board  should  be  encouraged  to  prepare 
and  present  a  reasonable  and  sensible  proposal  for  Town 
adoption  of  a  Zoning  and  Protective  By-Law. 

Another  generally  stated  opinion  prevailed  as  to  a  need 
for  study  of  the  increase  of  school  enrollments,  needed  school 
facilities,  together  with  consideration  for  a  new  Town  Office 
Building. 

Other  and  various  needs  as  presented  consisted  of  re¬ 
quests  for  improved  streets,  new  bridges,  a  new  Fire  Truck, 
more  equipment  and  radios  for  the  Street  Department,  a  new 
police  cruiser,  more  police  protection,  Town  Office  burglar 
alarm,  drainage  and  sewage  projects,  a  full  time  assessor  and 
improved  assessing  methods,  improve  Tax  Maps  and  consider 
multiple  processing,  additional  sources  of  water  supply, 
extension  of  water  and  street  lighting  facilities  and  many 
more.  All  requests  and  subjects  are  properly  recorded  and 
should  be  considered  in  a  long  range  planning  program  for 
the  future.

Acting  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6, 
Chapter  40A,  of  the  General  Laws,  the  Dighton  Planning 
Board  of  the  Town  of  Dighton  hereby  submits  the  following 
report : 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  Dighton  Planning  Board,  duly  called 
and  held  on  Jan.  31,  1962  in  the  Town  Office,  it  was  voted  3 
for,  1  against,  that  the  Planning  Board  request  the  Dighton 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  place  an  article  upon  the  warrant  for 
the  Town  Meeting,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a 
By-Law  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  and  presented  at 
a  public  hearing  duly  held  in  the  Town  Auditorium  on  Jan. 
24,  1962,  a  copy  of  which  is  contained  as  required  in  public 
newspaper.  The  Planning  Board  recommends  that  proper 
provisions  be  made  in  the  motion  to  adopt  whereby  the  word 
“not”  be  dropped  from  the  last  Clause  and  sentence,  viz: 
“not  inconsistent  with”,  thus  to  read,  “inconsistent  with”.

(32)  Clayton  Atwood  read  a  statement  in  behalf  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  titled  “A  Planning  Summary”  as  follows: 

As  far  back  and  long  ago  as  1630,  some  of  the  early  by¬ 
laws  of  the  first  settlers  of  our  Commonwealth  indicate  in  the 
meetings  that: 

#1  No  person  should  be  allowed  to  build  a  house  within 
the  town  without  approval  of  a  majority  of  the 
voters. 

#2  The  built-up  part  of  the  town  should  not  be  enlarged 
until  the  vacant  lots  had  been  built  upon.  Lots  varied 
from  two  acres  and  up. 

#3  Thatched  roofs  were  prohibited.  All  roofs  shall  be 
of  slate  or  slit  boards. 

#4  Buildings  should  not  be  placed  near  to  each  other 
and  ourselves  whereby  our  countrymen’s  freedom  or 
privacy  is  abused. 

#5  Houses  should  be  built  in  orderly  rows  and  of  a 
type  similar  and  enhancing  to  the  village. 
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Today — 332  years  later,  with  our  neighbors  around  us 
having  zoning  and  building  laws  on  their  record  books,  we 
here  in  Dighton  with  all  the  progress  of  modern  living  and 
the  benefits  of  a  heritage  rich  with  natural  resources,  fields, 
plains,  woods  and  forests,  water  and  with  the  great  Taunton 
River  as  our  natural  easterly  boundary,  blessed  with  a  soil 
abundant  in  minerals  and  productive  of  the  foods  of  life, 
gifted  with  the  establishment  of  large  industrial  entities, 
there  is  at  this  very  moment  not  one  control  over  the  placing 
of  buildings  on  land  within  the  bounds  of  the  Town  of  Dighton. 
Lot  sizes,  street  and  sideline  set-backs  do  not  exist,  therefore 
are  not  regulated  or  controlled. 

In  1954,  the  town  adopted  a  by-law  establishing  a  Plan¬ 
ning  Board,  which  is  empowered  to  control  the  sub-division 
of  land.  In  the  time  elapsed  since  then — 8  years,  many  attempts 
have  been  made  to  propose  and  recommend  to  the  town  a 
protective  or  Modified  Zoning  By-Law  with  absolutely  no 
success  or  near  success.  Always  some  one  or  some  thing 
prevented  the  town  from  adopting  or  acting  on  a  measure. 

In  early  1960,  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  acting  jointly,  mutually  and  harmoniously  under¬ 
took  and  resolved  to  prepare  a  reasonable  and  sensible  pro¬ 
posal  for  the  town  to  consider  for  adoption.  This  has  been 
done  in  accordance  with  all  lawful  and  sttatutory  processes 
and  requirements.  The  Planning  Board  has  acted,  reported, 
and  requested  the  insertion  of  an  article  to  be  considered  by 
the  town  for  adoption. 

This  proposed  by-law  has  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  although  not  legally  required  for  a  town 
consideration.  Many  other  qualified  persons  and  citizens  have 
assisted  in  the  preparation. 

Zoning  is  a  touchy  business,  as  some  zoning  tells  a  person 
how  he  can  use  his  land  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  shall 
be  used.  This  is  not  necessary  or  required  in  Dighton  at  the 
present.  However,  the  physical  development  of  our  town  is 
of  importance  and  concern  to  the  town  officials  and  many 
other  citizens. 
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The  General  Welfare  of  any  town  is  measured  by  the 
general  wealth,  financial  stability  and  general  condition  of 
the  town;  of  the  quality  and  condition  of  the  homes;  the 
standards  and  construction  of  its  schools  and  educational 
facilities;  the  available  facility  of  libraries  and  opportunities 
for  civic  and  socal  activities;  the  design  and  condition  of 
streets  and  bridges,  the  type  of  police  and  fire  departments 
and  the  operation  and  efficiency  of  the  men  and  organization 
of  personel  and  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  equipment, 
the  type  of  government  it  provides  and,  above  all — the 
character  of  the  citizens  and  the  content  and  happiness  of 
the  family  and  home;  of  the  religious  institutions  and  the 
reverence  and  worship  of  God  The  Almighty  and  the  dignity 
of  man. 

The  health  of  a  town  depends  on  the  proper  safeguards  to 
regulate  and  prevent  menaces  and  nuisances;  the  require¬ 
ments  of  proper  drainage,  sanitation  regulations  and  sewage 
controls;  the  prevention  of  crowding  of  buildings;  and  the 
prevention  of  fumes,  odors,  smoke,  soot,  refuse,  waste,  etc. 

And  the  safety  of  a  town  depends  on  the  quality  of  all  of 
the  standards  of  all  living  and  the  character  and  behavior 
of  all  persons. 

Any  town  which  has  reasonable  and  desirable  controls 
for  buildings,  streets,  bridges,  drainage,  sewers,  sidewalks, 
shade  trees,  forests,  parks,  etc.  will  progress  and  prosper 
and  become  a  desirable  and  better  town  in  which  to  live  in  the 
pursuit  of  “Life — Liberty — Happiness  and  Contentment.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 


To  the  Townspeople  of  Dighton: 

One  of  the  accomplishments  of  Ciivil  Defense  in  1962  was 
the  installation  of  a  new  Air  Raid  Siren  on  the  premises  of 
Araujo’s  property  on  Williams  Street.  The  purpose  of  this 
siren  is  to  better  serve  the  people  of  West  Dighton  in  cases 
of  emergency. 

Civil  Defense  acquired  from  Government  Surplus  proper¬ 
ty  in  1962  small  items  for  Town  use,  also  one  trailer  on  which 
the  15  KW  Diesel  Generator  purchased  last  year  is  mounted. 

Communication  Drills  with  Radio  Officers,  Emery  Lincoln, 
Allison  Macomber  and  the  Director  participating  were  held 
weekly  between  C.  D.  Headquarters  and  surrounding  towns 
and  cities. 

In  September,  a  Federal  Inspection  Team  took  inventory 
and  inspected  our  Civil  Defense  Emergency  Hospital,  at 
which  time  various  medical  items  were  withdrawn  and  re¬ 
placed  with  newer  supplies. 

A  survey  for  potential  Fall  Out  Shelters  in  the  Town  of 
Dighton  has  been  conducted  by  a  Government  selected  and 
approved  engineering  firm.  Final  plans  are  not  yet  available. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials,  the  Araujo  family 
for  allowing  the  Town  of  Dighton  to  install  the  new  air  raid 
siren  on  their  property,  all  Civil  Defense  Volunteers  and  any 
one  who  has  helped  Civil  Defense  in  any  way.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  major  objective  which  the  public  welfare  agency  is 
expected  to  achieve  in  working  with  public  assistance  in¬ 
dividuals  and  families  is  the  improvement  of  social  services 
to  strengthen  family  life,  the  safeguarding  of  children  in 
hazardous  home  situations,  and  the  reduction  of  dependency 
through  an  effective  program  of  rehabilitation  services.  In 
order  to  conform  to  the  Federal  requirements  established  to 
meet  this  objective,  the  State  Department  has  formulated 
revised  procedures  and  plans  for  intensified  services. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  town  appropriations  for 
the  various  catagories  of  relief  was  more  than  edequate  to 
meet  the  needs,  and  all  appropriations  showed  a  substantial 
balance  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  was  granted  to  8  cases,  repre¬ 
senting  19  persons.  Cash  payments  amounted  to  $7,036.96  and 
medical  care  was  $876.55,  therefore  total  expenditures  were 
$7,913.51.  Federal  grants  received  for  this  category  amounted 
to  $2,950.50  with  State  receipts  of  $2,683.92. 

Disability  Assistance  was  granted  to  5  cases,  with  cash 
payments  of  $2,937.20  and  medical  expenses  amounting  to 
$1,090.15  or  total  expenditures  of  $4,827.35.  Federal  grants 
were  received  in  the  amount  of  $2,034.60,  as  well  as  the  sum 
of  $1,599.19  from  the  State. 

General  Relief  was  rendered  to  7  cases,  representing  17 
persons,  with  total  expenditures  in  the  amount  of  $6,585.12. 
The  sum  of  $1,722.79  was  granted  to  4  cases  having  legal 
settlement  in  another  city  or  town,  therefore  total  aid  granted 
will  be  reimbursed  by  place  of  settlement  and  listed  as  accounts 
receivable.  One  case  refunded  $500.00  to  the  town  for  medical 
expenses  incurred.  The  sum  of  $1,660.28  was  paid  to  other 
cities  and  towns  for  outside  relief.

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  was  granted  to  11  cases 
with  expenditures  in  the  amount  of  $648.75  for  cash  grants, 
and  $18,288.55  medical  expenses  for  total  $18,937.30.  Federal 
grants  were  received  in  the  amount  of  $9,388.05  with  State 
reimbursements  of  $6,267.85. 

Old  Age  Assistance  was  granted  to  33  cases,  with  total 
expenditures  amounting  to  $33,896.61.  Cash  payments  were 
made  in  the  amount  of  $27,945.95  with  total  medical  expendi¬ 
tures  of  $5,947.03,  and  in  addition  the  sum  of  $503.63  was 
paid  for  outside  relief,  which  applies  to  cases  settled  in 
Dighton,  being  aided  in  another  city  or  town.  Federal  grants 
received  in  the  amount  of  $15,279.98,  and  receipts  from  the 
State  amounted  to  $10,602.65.  Reimbursements  due  from  other 
cities  and  towns  amounts  to  $244.29,  listed  as  accounts  re¬ 
ceivable.  The  sum  of  $1,460.20  was  received  for  lien  recovery, 
which  represented  full  reimbursement  for  1  case. 

The  total  cost  for  administration  of  various  categories  of 
relief  amounted  to  $7,864.87.  Federal  grants  were  received  in 
the  amount  of  $3,879.43.  Administrative  receipts  from  the 
State  amounted  to  $1,892.21,  therefore  net  town  expense  was 
$2,093.23.  Recent  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act  in¬ 
cludes  a  provision  for  additional  Federal  reimbursement  on 
certain  administrative  expenditures,  which  became  effective 
Sept.  1,  1962.  This  provision  increased  Federal  financial  parti¬ 
cipation  from  50%  to  75%  for  the  salaries,  travel  and  em¬ 
ployee  benefits,  of  staff  members  providing  social  services  in 
accordance  with  Federal  requirements,  such  as  Director,  social 
worker  or  clerical  personnel  working  directly  with  staff  mem¬ 
bers  on  social  services.  Other  administrative  expenses  have 
Federal  matching  in  amount  of  50%  of  total  expenditures. 
State  reimbursements  for  costs  of  administration  in  Old  Age 
Assistance,  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  and  Aid  to  De¬ 
pendent  Children  continues  to  be  one-half  of  the  remainder 
after  Federal  share ;  and  for  Disability  Assistance,  an  amount 
which  together  with  the  Federal  reimbursement  equals  75% 
of  the  costs  of  administration. 

Assistance  and  courtesies  rendered  by  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Welfare,  District  #5,  and  Bureau  of  Accounts, 
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is  acknowledged  with  gratitude. 

The  Taunton  Greyhound  Association  again  contributed 
the  sum  of  $500.00  for  a  Christmas  Fund.  In  behalf  of  the 
recipients  of  this  fund,  and  personally,  we  extend  to  Mr. 
Joseph  Linsey,  our  most  sincere  thanks  for  this  generous  gift. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  various  organizations  and 
individuals  who  donated  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  gifts 
to  the  needy. 

This  department  is  grateful  to  town  officials,  organizations 
and  personnel,  for  cooperation  and  services  rendered.

To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  Board  of  Health  in  providing  health  and  sanitation 
service  for  1962,  spent  $4,773.18,  which  is  $388.13  over  the 
amount  appropriated. 

During  the  past  year  forty-eight  inspections  were  made 
by  the  Sanitation  Inspector,  Mr.  Leo  Duffy.  These  included 
inspections  on  new  installations,  additions,  and  alterations  of 
present  cesspools. 

In  addition  to  our  annual  immunization  and  pre-school 
clinics,  three  polio  clinics  were  sponsored  by  the  Town.  The 
Salk  type  vaccine,  given  in  March,  was  followed  by  the  oral 
vaccines,  which  were  dispensed1  in  May  and  June  respectively 
as  requested  by  the  State  Department  of  Health.  The  Board 
will  continue  the  Polio  program  as  outlined  by  the  State  for 
1963  and  we  are  hopeful  that  the  townspeople  will  continue  to 
take  advantage  of  these  clinics. 

The  Board  at  this  time  would  like  to  extend  its  thanks  to 
Dr.  Charles  Souza  and  Mrs.  Esther  Bowden  for  the  efficient 
manner  in  which  they  conducted  all  clinics.  We  would  also 
like  to  thank  the  many  townspeople  who  gave  freely  of  their 
time  to  insure  that  our  clinics  would  be  a  success.

I  must  say  that  I  heartily  approved  of  the  town’s  celebra¬ 
tion  of  its  250th  birthday.  From  that  delightful  occasion  when 
the  Proclamation  by  the  Selectmen  was  read  to  fellow  officers, 
office  workers,  students  and  friends — many  charmingly  at¬ 
tired  in  long  ago  costumes — until  it  ended  so  dramatically  with 
all  the  pastors  and  church  choirs  in  town  taking  part  in  a 
splendid  Thanksgiving  service  in  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Re¬ 
gional  High  School  Auditorium,  many  interesting  and  varied 
programs  were  given.  Also,  I  am  proud  that  Dighton  talent 
and  diligence  produced  such  an  excellent  souvenir  book  and 
so  beautiful  a  medal. 

At  the  Annual  March  meeting  in  1955,  the  town  voted 
that  one  hundred  dollars  be  spent  for  marking  historic  spots. 
I  prepared  a  list  of  fifty  eight  such  spots.  Meanwhile,  Mrs. 
Bernard  Sypek  of  Taunton  loaned  me  her  collection  of  post 
cards  of  Dighton  houses  as  photographed  by  Lewis  Benton 
in  the  early  1900’s.  This  proved  helpful,  as  many  townspeople 
seemed  most  interested  in  old  houses.  I  spent  many  afternoons 
driving  back  and  forth  on  Dighton  Streets  trying  to  find  the 
houses  that  fitted  the  photographs  in  spite  of  additional  win¬ 
dows  and  ells  and  loss  of  huge  chimneys. 

The  destroyed  metal  sign  at  the  Council  Oak  was  tem¬ 
porarily  replaced  by  a  wooden  sign..  Sixty  eight  signs  were 
finally  made.  Thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  Mary  Lou  Watson  for 
designing  the  signs,  to  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  Vo¬ 
cational  School  for  cutting  them,  to  Mr.  Clayton  H.  Atwood 
foi  placing  them  and  to  Mrs.  Sypek  for  the  chance  to  study 
her  collection.  Also  thanks  to  Mr.  Charles  Bradshaw  for

painting  boundary  signs  which  were  also  cut  by  the  Voca¬ 
tional  School. 

The  Town  History  is  on  its  way  to  completion.  Certain 
topics  had  to  be  omittted  due  to  time  and  expense.  Some  of 
these  topics  are  well  covered  in  Hurd’s  History  of  Bristol 
County  and  the  Dighton  Bi-Centennial  Book  and  by  booklets 
printed  by  different  churches  and  by  organizations  like  the 
Volunteer  Fire  Department.  I  regret  that  the  history  of  the 
Dighton  Public  Library  is  omitted,  but  I  will  try  to  gather 
information  about  it  with  the  hope  that  a  booklet  may  be 
printed  in  1995,  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the 
library  in  a  tiny  room  in  the  Town  Hall. 

I  cannot  name  everyone  who  has  helped,  but  I  must  stress 
the  faithful  and  efficient  work  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Leeming,  who, 
without  compensation,  spent  many  hours  turnings  out  from 
my  wretched  notes,  beautiful  typewritten  pages.  Without  her 
help  in  this  and  in  other  ways,  there  would  have  been  no  book. 
Other  typists  who  helped,  without  compensation,  were  Miss 
Marion  Sharrock,  Miss  Cheryl  Bradshaw,  and  Miss  Janet 
Silvia.  Mrs.  Carolyn  Baldwin  and  Mrs.  Marguerite  Ingalls 
assisted  by  checking  for  errors.  Another  helper,  whose  in¬ 
terest,  advice  and  labor  have  been  beyond  what  we  might 
expect  from  a  citizen  of  another  town,  was  Mr.  Henry  Baacke 
of  Berkley.  His  help  was  very  much  appreciated.  My  thanks 
to  all. 

Last  of  all,  I  must  thank  the  Selectmen  for  their  coopera¬ 
tion  and  their  Chairman,  Mr.  Atwood,  for  answering  my 
questions  and  “fetching  and  carrying.” 

Thank  you  all  for  allowing  me  the  fun  of  this  work.

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  1.

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  the  elementary 
school  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Station  WPEP, 
Taunton,  and  over  Radio  Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  also 
WPRO,  Providence,  and  WARA,  Attleboro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  safely  operated  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing  the  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary 
school. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  in  Dighton.  Incorporated  herein  is  the 
report  of  the  Principals,  the  Music  Supervisors  and  the 
School  Nurse. 

Program 

In  this  day  and  age  our  school  program  is  constantly 
changing.  Advances  in  the  scientific  world  have  not  only 
affected  our  science  and  mathematics  programs  but  also  our 
English  and  social  studies  curricula. 

During  the  last  year  a  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  by 
the  teachers  in  developing  a  curriculum  guide  in  mathe¬ 
matics  and  language  arts  for  grades  one  through  six.  This  is 
being  used  this  year  as  a  guide  with  the  idea  that  it  will  be 
improved  through  use. 

At  the  junior  high  school  level  we  are  working  on  a 
curriculum  that  will  coordinate  the  program  of  the  major 
subject  areas  in  all  three  towns,  Berkley,  Dighton  and  Re- 
hoboth. 

We  have  extended  the  art  and  physical  education  pro¬ 
grams  to  the  extent  that  resource  people  are  now  able  to  visit 
the  elementary  school  on  a  limited  basis.  It  is  also  planned  to 
have  some  of  the  high  school  faculty  work  at  the  junior  high 
level  as  guides  and  consultants. 

Miss  Dorothy  Beckwith  who  was  appointed  elementary 
supervisor  for  the  schools  of  Berkley,  Dighton  and  Rehoboth 
is  working  on  the  problems  of  the  curriculum. 

Personnel 

During  1962  we  lost  two  elementary  teachers.  Both  of 
these  people  left  to  be  at  home  with  their  families.  Mrs.  Susan 
Sokoloff,  a  graduate  of  Pembroke  College  was  hired  to  teach 
grade  2  and  Miss  Nancy  Durfee  a  graduate  of  Murray  State 
College  was  hired  to  teach  the  third  grade.  Both  of  these 
young  ladies  have  had  teacher  training.

We  were  less  fortunate  at  the  Junior  High  School.  Mr. 
James  O’Donnell  left  to  teach  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional 
High  School,  Miss  Nancy  Holt  to  teach  at  Barrington,  Rhode 
Island,  Mrs.  Eunisa  Wordell  to  teach  at  Apponequet  Regional 
School  and  Mr.  John  Wood  to  teach  at  Rutland,  Vermont. 
Each  of  these  people  left  to  take  a  position  more  suited  to  their 
special  training  and  for  more  salary.  It  was  decided  to  hire 
Mr.  William  White  to  teach  all  the  general  science.  In  doing 
this  it  allowed  us  to  use  the  physical  education  teachers  Miss 
Maureen  Shanahan  and  Mr.  Arthur  Kenyon  at  the  Elementary 
School  and  in  Berkley.  Mr.  White  had  taught  in  Millis,  Mass., 
Miss  Shanahan  in  West  Springfield  and  Mr.  Kenyon  is  a  recent 
graduate  of  Boston  University  School  of  Physical  Education. 
Mr.  Charles  Ryan,  who  majored  in  mathematics  at  State 
College,  Bridgewater  handles  all  of  the  mathematics  program. 
Mr.  Kenneth  Schindelwig,  who  formerely  taught  in  Taunton, 
takes  the  overload  in  the  English  and  social  studies  program. 
Mrs.  Frances  Mulligan  who  replaced  Mrs.  Wordell  has  since 
resigned  and  we  are  using  a  substitute  until  a  full  time 
replacement  can  be  found.  Mrs.  Mary  I.  Dewey  has  replaced 
Mrs.  Anne  Phillips  as  teacher  of  the  special  class.  Mrs. 
Phillips  has  a  one  year  leave  of  absence. 

It  is  our  hope  that  this  spring  we  may  be  able  to  fill  our 
vacancies  early  with  qualified  teachers.  An  increase  in  our 
salary  schedule  should  help  us  with  cur  faculty  problem. 

Repairs  and  Improvements 

The  biggest  repair  project  at  the  junior  high  school  was 
converting  the  old  woodworking  shop  into  an  art  and  music 
room  and  the  auto  shop  into  an  industrial  arts  room.  Both 
of  the  projects  involved  replacing  the  floor,  patching  the 
plaster,  moving  equipment  and  painting.  This  work  has  been 
about  two  thirds  completed. 

At  the  elementary  school  the  custodians  painted  the 
auditorium. 

The  usual  cleaning  and  minor  repair  work  was  carried  on 
during  the  summer. 

We  hope  to  be  able  to  build  a  basement  storage  area  at 
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the  elementary  school  this  year.  We  will  also  complete  the 
project  at  the  junior  high.  Some  outside  repairs  are  needed 
at  the  junior  high  to  the  cement  work.  We  also  plan  to  have 
both  schools  painted  on  the  outside.  Our  schools  are  kept  in 
good  repair  by  our  custodians  who  seem  very  adept  at  doing 
many  things. 

Budget 

The  major  increases  in  the  budget  this  year  are  due  to 
salaries.  The  State  minimum  for  teachers  salaries  was  raised 
to  $4500.00.  This  necessitates  an  adjustment  in  our  salary 
schedule.  We  added  one  new  teacher  at  the  elementary  school 
and  expect  to  need  another  in  September  1963.  We  also  added 
an  elementary  supervisor  whose  salary  is  paid  for  in  part 
by  Dighton.  There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  textbook  and 
supply  budget  due  to  books  needed  to  parallel  the  new  courses 
of  study.  Prices  of  supplies  and  textbooks  have  also  increased. 

An  item  of  $1600.00  for  painting  the  outside  trim  at 
both  schools  is  a  one  year  item.  The  increase  in  the  budget  is 
just  under  10%  which  compares  favorably  with  the  sur¬ 
rounding  towns. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  thank  the  principals  and  faculty  for  their  co¬ 
operation  in  the  past  year.  Many  worked  hard  on  developing 
the  curriculum  and  many  of  those  same  people  gave  willingly 
of  their  time  in  helping  with  the  various  aspects  of  the  250th 
Anniversary  Celebration.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  custodians 
and  cafeteria  workers  for  their  cooperation  and  efforts  in 
many  extra  ways. 

To  the  School  Committee  I  would  express  my  appreciation 
for  their  fine  spirit  in  trying  to  make  our  schools  the  best 
possible. 

To  the  citizens  of  Dighton  we  express  our  thanks  for  your 
cooperation  and  remind  you  that  the  schools  are  your  schools, 
visit  them  often.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
DIGHTON  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Herewith  is  submited  my  third  Annual  report  as  principal 
of  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School. 

Because  it  was  decided  that  our  Art  and  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion  programs  should  be  expanded,  it  was  necessary  that  new 
full  time  teachers  be  engaged  to  teach  in  the  Science  and 
Language  Arts  fields.  Both,  Science  and1  Literature,  had  been 
formerly  part-time  responsibilities  of  our  physical  education 
and  art  teachers.  Because  of  this  decision  we  were  now  able 
to  engage  trained  full-time  people  in  these  important  fields 
and  were  able  to  effectively  improve  our  program. 

Not  only  did  our  faculty  change  quite  substantially  but 
also  many  changes  and  improvements  were  made  to  our 
physical  plant  as  well.  A  new  combination  Music-Art  room 
came  into  being  replacing  our  old  woodworking  shop.  Our 
new  shop  is  now  located  in  the  space  formerly  utilized  by  the 
old  vocational  high  school’s  auto  shop. 

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Manuel  Sanson  of  our 
custodial  staff,  bright,  modern,  asphalt  tile  floors  grace  both 
these  new  rooms.  As  yet,  these  rooms  have  not  been  completed, 
but  even  in  their  incomplete  stages,  we  were  able  to  substan¬ 
tially  improve  our  music  and  art  facilities  and  programs. 

Curriculum 

In  addition  to  the  changes  in  curriculum  outlined1  in  the 
opening  paragraphs,  we  are  planning  major  changes  in  our 
Mathematics  program.  The  study  of  mathematics  and  the 
approach  to  Math  has  changed  dramatically  in  the  past  few 
years.  After  much  investigation  and  study,  it  has  been 
decided  if  we  are  to  keep  up  with  the  advances  in  education 
that  it  will  become  advisable  for  us  to  introduce  the  new 
modern  math  program  in  our  schools.  However,  because  of 
the  complexity  involved  in  implementing  the  new  program 
and  the  amount  of  teacher  training  involved,  these  changes 
will  not  take  place  until  September  1963. 
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With  the  addition  of  Mr.  Louis  Gizzi  to  our  staff  on  a 
part  time,  shared  basis,  we  hope  to  expand  our  shop  program 
by  the  possible  addition  of  a  basic  metal-working  class. 

Our  boys  and  girls  physical  education  departments  are 
working  hard  with  a  testing  program  designed  to  meet  their 
needs  as  pointed  out  by  President  Kennedy’s  Committee  on 
Physical  Fitness. 

Our  Literature  program  has  been  up-dated  by  the  acqui¬ 
sition  of  one  of  the  latest,  most  modern  series  of  text  books 
in  the  field. 

Being  provided,  this  year  for  the  first  time,  with  the 
whole-hearted  support  of  the  superintendent  and  the  school 
committee,  are  two  late  dismissal  busses.  These  afford  us  an 
opportunity  to  provide  extra  assistance  to  students  who  arq 
in  need  of  help  and  individual  instruction;  an  opportunity  for 
students  to  make-up  work  which  had  been  missed  and  also 
allows  us  to  expand  our  activities  program.  The  faculty  and 
I  are  indeed  grateful  for  this  chance  to  give  some  extra 
attention  to  our  students  and  better  serve  their  individual 
needs. 

Guidance 

Our  guidance  program  is  a  continuing  and  never-ending 
process.  It  is  built  upon  a  warm  and  sympathetic  relationship 
which  exists  between  students  and  teachers. 

A  comprehensive  testing  program  is  carried  on  and  the 
results  of  these  tests  are  used  as  a  basis  for  our  guidance 
program.  The  services  of  other  community  agencies  are  also 
used  to  aid  us  in  this  vital  area. 

Extra  Curricula  Activities 

Science  Fair — Our  Science  Fair  continues  to  hold  the 
fascination  of  our  students  and  the  community.  This  year’s 
fair  saw  a  total  of  145  displays  with  over  500  parents  coming 
to  view  the  exhibits. 
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Library  Club — Student  librarians  operate  our  library 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Jose.  Gradually  our  library  is 
beginning  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  students. 

Athletics — A  full  and  comprehensive  athletics  program  is 
carried  on  in  our  school.  Games  are  scheduled  with  other 
schools  in  baseball  and  basketball.  The  boys  continue  to  grow 
and  improve  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William  Donlan. 

The  girls  participate  in  an  intra-mural  league  of  their 
own  with  Miss  Maureen  Shanahan  supervising. 

Girls  Glee  Club — This  active  unit,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Philip  Turner,  have  participated  in  a  number  of  school 
assemblies  and  provided  music  for  our  Christmas  program. 

Boys  Glee  Club — This  year,  a  group  of  talented  boys 
banded  together  under  the  tutelage  of  Mr.  Turner  and  formed 
a  new  musical  activity.  Although  still  in  the  growing  stages, 
we  are  looking  forward  to  their  participation  in  various 
school  activities. 

Poetry  Club — Newly  organized  among  the  student  body 
is  a  group  of  young  people  who  are  interested  in  the  study 
and  writing  of  original  poetry.  This  group  is  directed  by  Mr. 
Arthur  Kenyon. 

Drama  Club — This  active  group  of  students  has  many 
plans  for  the  year.  Included  among  these  is  a  trilogy  to  be 
presented  to  the  public  and  also  a  major  play  scheduled  for 
the  spring. 

Yearbook — Last  year  we  had  our  first  experience  with  a 
yearbook.  Because  of  the  overwhelming  succes  of  our  first 
edition,  we  are  expanding  the  issue  by  approximately  50%. 
This  activity  is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Everett  Jose. 

Cheerleaders — We  are  proud  of  our  cheerleading  squad. 
This  group  of  girls  lend  much  to  our  sports  events.  Much  hard 
work  has  made  this  group  one  to  be  envied.

Miscellany 

Credit  is  to  be  given  to  our  custodial  staff  who  have  done 
much  in  the  way  of  improvements  and  in  maintaining  the 
school  plant. 

Mrs.  Alfrena  Bettencourt  and  her  cafeteria  employees 
continue  the  high  standards  for  which  our  cafeteria  program 
has  been  noted.  The  nutritional  needs  of  our  students  are  met 
more  than  adequately.  It  was  decided  this  year  that  the  25 ^ 
price  of  the  meal  would  also  include  the  dessert. 

A  Civil  Defense  evacuation  drill  was  conducted  in  co¬ 
operation  with  Mr.  Fred  Rebello,  Civil  Defense  Director  of 
the  town.

DIGHTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  third1  annual  report  as 
Supervising  Principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment 

The  enrollment  as  of  September  was  487.  Pupils  from  the 
Pre-Primary  thru  the  fifth  grade  and  the  Opportunity  Class 
are  included  in  the  above  enrollment. 

Curriculum 

The  new  Language  Arts  course  of  study  and  the  new 
Arithmetic  course  of  study  compiled  last  year  in  the  work¬ 
shop  sessions  by  teachers,  supervisors,  administrators  and 
educational  specialists  are  being  used  now  in  all  classes. 
Both  programs  are  receiving  careful  scrutiny  and  evaluation 
measures  are  being  studied. 

Physical  Education  and  Art 

The  physical  education  classes  have  been  re-organized  to 
include  weekly  instruction  by  Miss  Shananan  for  the  girls  of 
grades  four  and  five  and  instruction  once  every  three  weeks 
in  the  grades  one  and  two. 

The  boys  physical  education  program  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Kenyon  receive  weekly  instruction  in  grades  four,  five 
and  the  Opportunity  Class.  All  pupils  at  the  third  grade  level 
receive  instruction  once  every  three  weeks. 

The  art  program  at  the  fourth  and  fifth  grade  level  works 
in  conjunction  with  the  physical  education  program  for  while 
the  girls  are  having  art  the  boys  are  having  physical  educa¬ 
tion  and  visa  versa.  This  program  is  in  the  formative  stage 
with  the  students  in  grades  one,  two  and  three  meeting  Mrs. 
Watson  once  every  three  weeks. 
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Guidance  Program 

1.  Guidance  services  for 

a  Individual  counseling 
b  Group  counseling 
c  Pupil  teacher  conferences 
d  Parent-teacher  conferences 
e  Parent  and  school  administrator  conferences 

Conferences,  are  of  course,  grass  roots  opportunities 
for  parents  and  teachers  to  discuss  particular  children  and 
the  school  setting  in  which  they  function. 

2.  Achievement  Testing  Program — all  grades. 

Opportunity  Class 

Our  Opportunity  Class  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Special  Education  is  providing 
education  to  students  with  specific  problems.  In  the  absence 
of  Mrs.  Anne  M.  Phillips  we  have  been  fortunate  in  securing 
the  services  of  Mrs.  Mary  Dewey  who  comes  to  us  well 
qualified  in  the  field  of  special  education.  Our  school  psycholo¬ 
gist  Paul  Solomon,  Ph.  D.  tests  all  students  before  placement 
in  the  above  class.  Our  program  is  set  up  to  assist  students 
who  have  difficulty  in  keeping  up  with  their  studies  in  regular 
classes.  The  purpose  of  the  class  is  to  provide  remedial  in¬ 
struction  so  that  students  who  are  able  may  eventually  return 
to  regular  classes. 

Speech  and  Hearing  Clinic 

The  speech  and  hearing  program  conducted  by  Peter  B. 
Dennison,  Speech  Therapist,  continues  to  develop  with  the 
exploding  school  population.  This  has  created  scheduling 
problems  due  to  the  expanded  caseload.  These  problems  have 
been  partially  solved  by  increased  consultations  with  parents 
and  teachers  so  that  the  speech  therapy  time  can  be  more 
efficiently  utilized.  However,  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when 
it  will  be  necessary  to  allot  more  time  to  the  speech  and 
hearing  program  in  Dighton. 
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Cafeteria 

The  school  cooperates  with  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
Federal  Government  in  a  subsidy  program  enabling  students 
to  buy  an  excellent  lunch  including  dessert  for  the  nominal 
fee  of  25  cents. 

Mrs.  Alfrena  Bettencourt,  cafeteria  manager,  and  her 
staff  prepare  and  serve  the  food  in  a  pleasant  atmosphere. 

Maintenance 

Nowhere  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  will  you 
find  custodians  who  take  greater  pride  in  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  school  plant  than  here  at  the  Dighton 
Elementary  School.  We  owe  much  to  our  head  custodian  Mr. 
Antone  Costa  and  his  able  assistant  Mr.  Frank  Rogers. 

Extra  Curricula  Activities 

1.  Open  House  and  Tea — American  Education  Week. 

Regular  class  sessions  were  conducted  during  the 
day  to  allow  parents  the  opportunity  to  see  and  hear  at  first 
hand  daily  class  instruction  periods  in  the  various  classes. 

During  the  evening  session  parents  met  the  teachers, 
viewed  the  work  in  the  student  folders  and  made  appoint¬ 
ments  for  conference  periods  at  a  later  date. 

Parents  want  to  help.  Establishing  close  relations 
with  parents  becomes  not  only  a  necessary  process  in  the 
guidance  of  the  child  in  school  but  it  is  an  important  factor 
in  school  community  relationships. 

2.  Room  Mothers 

Organizing  a  new  Room  Mothers  group  for  this  school 
year  to  assist  the  principal  and  the  teachers  with  the  social 
functions  of  each  grade  in  the  school. 

3.  Monitors 

Training  student  monitors  to  undertake  duties  that 
are  the  responsibilities  of  good  citizens  in  a  democratic  school. 
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4.  National  School  Lunch  Week — October  15  - 19 

The  National  School  Lunch  Week  observance  was  well 
attended  by  parents  interested  in  the  hot  lunch  program. 
Parents  were  afforded  the  opportunity  of  visiting  school  dur¬ 
ing  the  three  lunch  periods  to  see  the  lunch  program  in  action. 

5.  250th  Anniversary — Town  of  Dighton  1712  - 1962 

The  Dighton  Elementary  School  participated  in  the 
successful  Historical  Pageant  commemorating  the  250th  An¬ 
niversary  of  the  Town  of  Dighton  which  took  place  on  June 
2nd  at  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School  Field.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC  EDUCATION 

SCHOOL  UNION  #37

Superintendent  of  Schools 

Formal  school  education  directs  itself  toward  the  socializa¬ 
tion  of  the  child.  It  assists  him  in  maturing  into  a  productive, 
understanding  member  of  society. 

Our  modern  society,  however,  is  not  built  solely  on  the 
skeletal  existence  for  animal  survival.  The  teaching  of  our 
native  language  is  not  limited  to  basic  English  but  includes 
literature;  dress-making  emphasizes  style  as  well  as  warmth 
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and  protection;  physical  education  includes  health,  hygiene 
and  fitness  as  well  as  recreational  sports ;  and  home  economics 
is  table-setting  and  appeal  plus  nutrition. 

So  it  is,  too,  in  music  education.  Our  musical  hertiage  is  so 
abundant  and  present  practice  so  widespread  in  all  social 
classes  that  music  rightfully  takes  its  place  with  literature 
and  the  humanities  in  our  curriculum.  Music  instruction  for 
our  society  consists  not  only  of  skills  for  actual  performance 
and  creativity,  but  also  skills  in  perceptive  listening  and 
appreciation.  As  a  discipline  and  as  an  art,  music  is 
essential  in  the  development  of  well-balanced  educated  people 
for  tomorrow’s  challenges  as  well  as  today’s. 

Based  upon  the  above-stated  belief  our  overall  program 
for  School  District  #37  has  inaugurated  a  classroom  schedule 
which  provides  equal  musical  opportunity  for  all  our  school 
children  regardless  of  school  size  or  location.  Miss  Charlotte 
Hathaway,  our  elementary  vocal  music  supervisor,  visits  in 
all  classrooms  at  least  once  every  two  weeks.  She  assists  in 
the  lesson  planning,  gives  demonstration  lesson,  coordinates 
special  program  and  this  year  has  also  organized  elementary 
school  choirs  in  each  of  our  three  towns.  Mr.  David  Watson 
supervises  the  instrumental  music  program  in  Berkley  and 
Rehoboth.  His  work  begins  at  the  4th  grade  and  continues 
through  the  junior  high  school  level.  He  is  making  a  major 
effort  to  ensemble  opportunities. 

In  Dighton  the  instrumental  music  is  directed  by  Mr. 
Charles  Lincoln.  He  is  also  responsible  for  that  phase  of  the 
music  program  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High 
School.  In  addition  to  the  administrative  detail  my  respon¬ 
sibilities  include  the  vocal  music  at  the  high  school  level  and 
the  general  music  classes  at  Anawan  and  Dighton  Junior  High 
Schools. 

For  the  balance  of  the  present  school  year  the  music 
staff,  in  cooperation  with  the  classroom  teachers  and  the 
administrators  hope  to  develop  a  music  curriculum  guide 
for  the  elementary  schools.  This  will  provide  for  the  progres¬ 
sive,  step-by-step  training  of  musical  skills;  singing,  instru- 
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mental  playing,  creative  work,  rhythmic  activity  and  lis¬ 
tening  perceptively.  Children  so  trained  seem  to  lead  more 
stable  lives. 

On  behalf  of  the  entire  music  staff  I  should  like  to 
express  appreciation  for  the  courtesy  and  assistance  extended 
by  our  principals,  the  curriculum  coordinator  and  the  super¬ 
intendent.  They  are  key  people  in  generating  an  attitude 
and  a  working  atmosphere  conducive  to  best  results — OUR 
CHILDREN.

The  second  year  of  operating  the  Dighton-Rehoboth 
Regional  High  School  proved  to  be  more  successful  than  the 
first  inasmuch  as  we  had  a  completed1  facility  to  work  in. 

ENROLLMENT 

As  of  October  1,  1962  enrollment  reached  580  pupils. 
This  included  tuition  pupils  from  Berkley,  Seekonk  and 
Taunton.  We  have  about  thirty  freshman  from  Berkley  this 
year.  Berkley  will  continue  to  send  tuition  pupils  as  long  as 
we  can  take  them.  These  pupils  are  an  advantage  to  the 
Regional  School  in  three  ways.  First  their  tuition  helps  the 
finances,  secondly  they  help  to  make  a  more  realistic  teacher- 
pupil  ratio  and  thirdly  many  of  them  are  an  asset  due  to  their 
academic  talent. 

Barring  an  unforeseen  migration  of  families  in  the  area 
I  would  say  our  facilities  should  take  care  of  the  enrollments 
for  quite  some  time. 

FINANCES 

The  budget  for  1963  increased  by  a  net  of  $12,083.24. 
The  increase  in  operating  costs  is  $47,043.75  but  this  is 
reduced  by  increased  tuition  due  to  the  fact  that  Berkley 
students  are  returning  to  the  regional.  The  interest  on  the 
bonds  is  reduced  by  $4,510.00.  The  Committee  voted  to  reduce 
the  assessment  to  the  town  by  deducting  $10,000.00  received 
last  year  from  the  operating  budget.

FACULTY 

In  June  Mr.  Robert  Gizzarelli  and1  Mr.  Mason  Parker  left 
our  faculty.  Mr.  Leo  Wontkowski  was  granted  a  one  year 
leave  to  take  courses  under  a  N.S.F.  Scholarship  at  Brown 
University.  Mr.  George  Costa  was  hired  to  teach  Spanish. 
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He  is  a  graduate  of  Stonehill  College.  Mr.  George  Lelievre,  a 
graduate  of  State  College  at  Bridgewater  with  graduate  work 
taken  at  Boston  College  became  our  new  chemistry  teacher. 
Mr.  James  O’Donnell  a  teacher  at  Dighton  Junior  High  School 
replaced  Mr.  Wontkowski  in  the  mathematics  department. 
Miss  Elaine  O’Keefe,  a  graduate  of  Regis  College  was  hired 
to  teach  mathematics  and  Mr.  Karl  Avery  from  Barrington 
College  and  the  University  of  Rhode  Island  was  added  to  the 
faculty  of  the  English  Department.  Mr.  Louis  Gizzi  was 
engaged  as  a  part-time  teacher  of  industrial  arts. 

It  is  indeed  gratifying  that  so  many  of  our  faculty  have 
been  so  loyal  in  staying  with  us  and  improving  themselves  as 
teachers  by  taking  courses  at  the  various  colleges  in  the  area. 

PROGRAM 

We  are  now  offering  all  the  courses  we  intended  to  offer 
when  the  school  was  designed. 

Perhaps  the  outstanding  thing  that  happened  this  year 
as  far  as  our  program  is  concerned  was  the  evaluation  by  a 
visiting  committee  from  the  New  England  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  on  October  21  -  24,  1962. 

The  results  of  the  evaluation  will  be  published  at  a  later 
date,  but  I  feel  the  five  summarizing  statements  that  con¬ 
clude  the  report  best  describe  the  results.  They  are  the 
following. 

The  Committee  recognizes  the  many  strong  features  of 
the  school.  Among  these  the  following  stand  out  clearly: 

1.  The  excellent  leadership  and  strong  administration 
provided  by  the  principal  and  his  assistant. 

2.  The  healthy  educational  atmosphere  that  prevades  the 
school,  and  is  so  evident. 

3.  The  conscientious  effort  of  a  capable  and  devoted 
staff  of  teachers  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  student. 

4.  The  high  morale  and  general  rapport  of  the  students, 
who  seem  to  recognize  and  to  appreciate  the  efforts 
made  in  their  behalf. 
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5.  The  excellent  buildings,  equipment  and  supplies  of 
the  best  quality,  extensive  playing  fields,  beautiful 
grounds  and  adequate  parking  space,  financed  by  the 
citizens  of  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  to  provide  the  best 
possible  conditions  for  the  development  of  a  sound 
education  program. 

The  Vocational  High  School  in  addition  to  the  day  pro¬ 
gram  is  offering  short  unit  trade  courses. 

Our  entire  program  is  now  producing  in  the  manner  we 
desired  when  the  school  was  first  thought  of. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

The  building  is  now  100%  complete  and  in  good  working 
order.  We  are  still  working  to  improve  the  grounds  and  hope 
to  do  much  of  this  work  in  the  summer  of  1963. 

CAFETERIA 

Our  meals  in  the  cafeteria  are  of  the  best  quality.  The 
cafeteria  is  self  supporting  and  is  one  of  few  cafeterias  that 
offers  a  choice  of  two  main  dishes  at  each  meal. 

Our  workers  were  hosts  to  all  the  workers  of  Plymouth 
and  Bristol  Counties  on  last  October  26th.  All  were  very 
much  impressed  with  our  staff,  our  cafeteria  and  our  school 
in  general.  Mrs.  Ella  Jones  and  her  workers  deserve  a  great 
deal  of  praise  for  their  part  in  making  our  schools  so  suc¬ 
cessful.
